For instance, Quate et al. teach this feature "measuring a frequency shift in the resonant frequency of at ieast one cantilever" under 
ambient condition, including surrounding changes of mass or thermal stress (See Abstract; claims 11-12). 

For the reference of Grey et al., Grey teach using the recited feature to measure analyte in various ambient conditions, such as 0009- 
0014 and 0103- "A change in mass of the micro-cantilever can occur if material binds to the micro-cantilever, and such a change will 
produce a change in the resonance frequency of the micro-cantilever." 
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
